Loew was also sold at a new low 
price of 22 Saturday on the extraor- 
dinary turnover for a half day of 
3,200. There was heavy selling of 
Loew all week, and the decline was 
progressive. Ths price was re- 
peated Monday and Tuesday on 
heavy dealings. 

Trading in the Curb issues was 
Practically at a standstill, although 
for the first time D. W. Griffith, 
traded in on a “when issued” basis, 
broke under its over-the-counter 
price by the underwriters, selling at 
14 ag against 15, its subscription 
price. 

One of the afternoon papers re- 
Ported transactions in Triangle at 
%, but the morning tables did not 
quote the trade. Orpheum did not 
move in the New York trading, but 
Boston, where it is officially listed, 
reperted a few sales at and better 
than 25. 

The whole list was in a nervous 
condition and prices generally broke 
badly. Tuesday the active general 
issues touched new low quotations 
for several months. and the picture 
stocks seemed to move in line with 
the retreat along the whole front.

The Chicago Federation of Musi- 
cians is issuing a warning to all 
vaudeville acts that after Aug. 1 
(Sunday) they are not to play any 
of the motion picture theatres in 
this city. The managers of the pic- 
ture houses where the musicians are 
on strike have beer endeavoring to 
secure musical acts to fill in their 
shows so that the entertainments 
will have a musical setting of some 
sort. 

There has been a campaign of 
propaganda carried or by both sides 
during the itast week. The man- 
agers have been having their audi- 
ences addressed and informed re- 
garding their stand in the strike. 
The union in turn has been buying 
space in the daily papers setting 
forth their side of the controversy. 
The managers are making a strong 
point to their audiences that in the 
event they grant the scale asked 
by the union they will have to raise 
the admissions. The union in turn 
is stating that the managers who 
are getting along without musicians 
at this time have not lowered their 
prices and given the public a rebate 
for not giving full shows. 


The Chicago Managers’ Protective 
Association, representing the legiti- 
mate, vaudeville and buriesque 
houses have acceded to the demands 
of the union and peace has been 
declared. The Allied Amusement 
Association, which represents all of 
the motion picture theatres, is 
Staging the fight against the union. 
The local here asked for a 75 per 
cent. advance and the managers for 
a time came back with an offer of 
an increase of 21 per cent. This 
they later withdrew before the union 
could act on it.

Paris, July 13. 

Pierre Wolff, the playwright, ap- 
pointed manager of the Theatre du 
Vaudeville when it changed its pol- 
icy after an unfortunaie aiiempi at 
classica] opera, has resigned, not 
feeling at home in the house. It is 
stated the plays accepted by him 
(“L’Enfant Maitre.” by Henry 
Marx; a piece in four acts by 
Cc. H. Hirsch and the rights of re- 
vival of Leon Gandillot’s “Vers 
Amour”) will be observed, but it 
is expected the Society of Authors 
will intervene in the interests of 
Wolff and his successor, Victor Sil- 
vestre, a former manager of the 
Bouffes and Folies Dramatique. 

It is expected the Societe des Au- 
ieurs Dramatiques will have trouble 
with the Syndicat des Auteurs, it 
now being declared impossible by 
the former for playwrights to be 
members of both. The French Au- 
thors’ Society (almost a trust), as 
always supposed, cannot compel a 
director to produce only the works 
of its members, but i1tembers can 
only authorize managers who have 
a contract with the society to pre- 
sent their works, as stipulated in ar- 
ticle 17 of the bylaws. The society 
by treaty grants managers, with au- 
thors’ consent, to use its repertoire 
on payment of a royalty, and what- 
ever work a manager produces he 
owes the royalty to the society. The 
author, if a member, can collect his 
share through the society; if not, 
the said society pockets the pro- 
ceeds. In other words, the manager 
pays to the society on whatever he 
plays, even Greek or Shakespearean 
tragedies, for instance, and if the 
author is excluded from the society 
he is unable to collect that part, al- 
though he can naturally refuse his 
authorization for the production, or 
make other private arrangements 
with the manager. The royalty 
claimed by the society from man- 
agers holding contracts is from 6 to 
15 per cent. Thus no manager is 
ready to pay two royalties, and 
avails himself only of members of 
the society. A new author may have 
his first work mounted, but should 
immed.ately apply for admission to 
the society, in order to collect his 
royalty. There was litigation on this 
point in 1905, when M. Millerand 


attorney, pleaded for the author, 
and M. Poincare, attorney (since 
President of the Republic), repre- 


sented the society and refuted Mil- 
lerand’s contention of unlawful 
treatment by contending an author 
was not compelied to join the soci- 
ety, nor a director to make a treaty. 
It is now expected similar litigation 
will come before the courts when 
the Society of Authors “deprives 
playwrights forming the new syndi- 
cate from earning a living” by boy- 
cotiing them because they belong to 
an independent union, and at the 
same time collecting their royalties 
from the theatres where their works 
are accepted. This will form the 
basis of the lawsuit which may be 
an interesting feature of the next 
theatrical season in France. 





A Wagner season had been ar- 
ranged for the winter at the Theatre 
des Champs Elysees.

ers in the traffic departments or

of rail employes. The one sure fea- 
is there will be an increase in 
freight, passenger and Pull- 
man rates. The bulk of the ine 
it is said, will be upon 
but the expected boosts in 
passenger fares and Pullmans are 
of particular to the 
traveling public and especially to 
the theatrical world. 

The expected increase in pas- 
senger rates is one-half cent per 
mile, which will make the rate 3% 
cents per mile, an increase of 16% 
per cent. over present tariffs. The 
Pullman scale may be lifted 50 per 
cent., it is believed. This will al- 
most double Pullman schedules 
over the former rates, since there 
was an increase in May of 20 per 
cent. 

No announcement has been made 
as yet to officials and al} are at sea 
over the situation. When rall work- 
ers’ wages were increased during 
the existence of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration to the tune of around 
$700,000,000 there was a lift of 33 
1-3 per cent. in passenger rates. 
The question now arises as to 
whether all roads will find it neces- 
sary to change their schedules call- 
ing for one-half cent per mile in 
passenger tariffs. 

Whatever changes are ordered, 
they cannot be made effective for 
some 60 or 90 days yet. It will en- 
tail considerable time for the re- 
arrangement of schedules to be pree 
sented to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the law calls for 
notice being given 30 days prior 
to any change of rates. It will be 
up to the commission to grant or 
reject the proposed increases by 
the roads. But in light of the wage 
grant made by a government body, 
the commission will be almost cer- 
tain of agreeing to what will be 
considered a reasonable rate boost 
by the roads. 

If the one-half cent per mile boost 
becomes effective it will mean an 
important item of added cost to 
vaudevillians individually and tour- 
ing companies. The latter may also 
look for stricter regulation for bag- 
gage care or an increase in cost for 
them. The increase of fares to Chie 
cago and Buffalo can be taken as 
typical of the proposed increases; 

The base mileage to Chicago is 
907 miles and the increase there- 
fore will be $4.04. That plus the 
war tax totals $4.36 and added to 
the present fare of $29.42 would 
make the new fare $33.98. To this 
is to be added the new proposed 
Pullman fare for a lower berth. At 
present a lower costs $6.48 and with 
the increase it would be $9.72 (in- 
cluding tax), so that the total one 
way fare to Chicago would be $43.60. 
For an extra fare train like the 
“Twentieth Century” the present $8 
is to be added. 

To Buffalo the base mileage is 411 
miles. The present fare of $13.31 
will jump to $15.53 and the Pullman 
fare (lower berth) from $2.70 to 
about $4.15. so that the Pullman 
Passenger fare from New York to 
Buffalo will be something like $19.68. 

The computation of coast travel 
may also be figured on base mile- 
age. Taking the yearly tourist rate 
which ts $180.95 the approximate 
increase of 16% per cent. would lift 
the total to $221.99. Pullman fares 
on such a trip would depend on 
the number of night jumps. Hew- 
ever, the present Pullman fare of 
$23.25 from New York to Los An- 
geles would jump to $34.86

PUBLISHERS WITHHOLD 


RELEASES FROM WORD ROLLS 





Some of New York’s Biggest Publishers of Popular 
Songs Testing Whether Piano Player Rolls Are 
Hurting Their Business—Word Roll Royalty 


12 Cents. 


Six or eight of the largest pub 
lishers of popular sheet music in 
New York have withheld their con 
sent for the past three or four 
months from publication by any ef 
the piane player word roll record 
cencerns. It has been in the way 
of a test te definitely ascertain to 


what extent, if any, the music word 
roll has bumped into the seiling of 
sheet music. The publishers in the 
combine reporied 
into a 
standing concerning the releases for 
the word roll records. 

Thus far according to one 
there has been no ap- 
increase in the sales of 
restricted numbers, although the 

publisher said he deduced no 
positive answer from that, through 
the slumpy condition of late of the 
music in general.

Whereas the release of 
a piece of music for a disc record 
automatically releases that number 
for any disc maker, the piano word 
roll may only be made in all cases 
with the consent of the owner of 
the copyright, usually the music 
publisher. As a rule the publisher 
divides 60-50 with the author's 
royaity from either source. 

The mechanical, also werd roll 
royalty, has grown to large figures 
in the music publishing trade. It 
is said Fred Fisher, publisher of 
“Dardanella,” received on his disc 
royalties for the first quarter of this 
year, considered the best period in 
the music business, $68,000, with 
the reyalty almost entirely from 
the “Dardanella” sale. 

The specific agreement between 
the publishers and word roll mak- 
ers is that the word roll people pay 
six cents royalty upon sheet music 
retailed at 10 cents and 12 cents 
for music retailed at 30 cents. As 
there is virtually no longer any 
sheet music put out by the large 
publishers at 10 cents, retail, the 
publishers receive the 12 cent roy- 
alty upon their 30 cent goods. The 
30 cent music of the publishers, in 
sheets, is sold wholesale as a rule 
at 18 cents per copy, although cor- 
siderable of the 30 cent music has 
first gone on the market from 12 
cents up, the wholesale price de- 
pendent upon the strength devel- 
oped by the song. 

Through the constant and grow - 
ing bellef the word roll has hurt 
the saies of sheet music, the trade 
is watchful of the test being made 
by the half dozen publishers 
through withholding release to the 
word roll. An ultimate line that 
may be depended upon is not ex- 
pected before Nov. . One publisher 
said this week tha: the word rol! 
in some instances has started a hit 
and he cited one strong selling 
number of the past season in proof.

“Holders of first papers have no 
status and are still subjects of 
countries in which they were born 
or of whieh they may be naturalized 
citizens. Citizens of alien enemy 
countries who misrepresent them- 
selves as citizens of Russia or any 
other neutral country are Hable to 
a fine of not more than $200 or not 
more than three months’ imprison- 
ment, or both if convicted. First 
papers must be in the actual physi- 
cal possession of the actor for scru- 
tiny by the immigration inspectors 
in order to determine the nation- 
ality of the holder thereof.

Senator J. Henry Waters of Syracuse has formally announced his re- 
tirement from politica to become associated with the legal and executive 
departments of the B. F. Keith Circuit. Senator Walters has stood very 
high at Albany. For the past two years he was the Republican majority 
leader of the New York State Senate. He has also served in the Assem- 
bly. and at one time was acting lieutenant-governor of the State. He 
ranks far up among the leaders of the New York State Bar. Maurice 
Goodman is chief counsei for the Keith peopie, having occupied that post 
for many years. Goodman was liberally remembered by the late A. Paul 
Keith in his will and through that bequest became a stockholder in the 
Keith properties. Goodman and Walters have often consulted on matters 
legally affecting the Keith interests, Walters having been called in by 
reason of his standing and the friendship existing between the Senator 
and E. F. Albee. It is more than likely that that friendship is responsible 
for Senator Walters joining the Keith staff, although with the expanding 
projects and expansion of the Keith Circuit, the Senator with his knowl- 
edge will find a very busy future in the big time offices. 

If the Loew Circuit offers its stock to patrons, through subscriptions, 
it will not be a new move by Loew. They did it in Boston, for the Or- 
pheum in that city, and it turned out very satisfactorily from accounts.

Denver, July 28. 

Theatres will be without music 
Aug. 1, according to present indi- 
cations, if the Theatre Managers’ 
Association of Denver does not by 
that time grant the present demand 
for $63 a week for ordinary musi- 
cians working five hours a day in 
picture and vaudeville houses, and 
$20 a week for leaders. It is un- 
derstood the managers have tacitly 
offered an increase of $6 a week 
and should this be refused, a strike 
will probably Le in order. 

The present scale in Denver for 
film house musicians is $36.50 for 
five hours’ work; for vaudeville 
musicians, $42 for five hours, $45 
for five and one-half hours, and $50 
for six hours. The demands would | 
mean $63 for five hours’ work for 
zide men and $90 for leaders. 

This is the second advance sought 
this year, according to John Kess- 





ler, secretary of the Musicians’ 
Association. In November when 
$40 was asked for, a compromise 


was effected raising the scale from 
$33 to $36.50 and a corresponding 
inerease was given to the vaude- 
ville musicians. Local musicians 
claim that Denver's scale is the 
lowest of any in any city of simi- 
lar size and that the demands must 
be granted to meet the present cost 
of living . 

Dance music has already been 
advanced here. The present scale 
of $5 for week nights and $6 for 
Saturdays has been changed to $6 
for every night. 

Local managers are unanimous in 
their assertions that they cannot 
pay the increase and have an- 
nounced their intentions of running 
the theatres without music as is 
done, they say, in Omaha, Chicago 
and Portland, in certain instances. 
The matter has been laid before the 
Colorado State Industrial Commis- 
sion. 

It is reported that aii Denver 
stage hands have sent demands by 
mai] to the managers demanding a 
general increase in wages. The 
demands have not been made pub- 
lic. Motion picture operators, who 
are meribers of the stage hands’ 
union, are not seeking an increase 
now, it is understood, having been 
granted a general raise quite re- 
cently.

served as a lieutenant in the Red 
Cross during the war, declares that 
most dances, when objectionable, 
can be traced to an attempt by 
stage dancers to set an example 


which is followed off the stage to 
extremes. The jerky music of 
modern production is also to be 
blamed. 


“To improve public dancing it is 
necessary to improve the rhythm of 


modern music and also to have 
proper supervision,” added Dr. 
Smythe. 


‘Dancing is older than Christian- 
ity, and will live as long as there 
is musie. Churches should help us 
to raise the standard of dancing, 
rather than hinder our efforts at 
improvement by needlessly oppos- 
ing all dancing,” he stated. 

Aug. 23 the National Association, 
Masters of Dancing, will hold its 
annual convention at the Hotel As- 
tor. An appeal will then be made 
to composers and publishers of 
music, the phonograph-record and 
music-roll makers to co-operate in 
an effort to remove the jerkiness 
from dance-time. 

“This needed reform may then 
raise dancing in the eyes of church 
members,” Mr. Smythe stated. 

Resolutions adopted by the danc- 
ing masters and by the National 
Association of Music Merchants, 
requesting lifting of the ban on 
dancing, also memorials from the 
theatrical managers and the Ac- 
tors’ Equity Association about the 
ban on the theatre were all in- 
spired by Mr. Smythe. National 
limelight has thus been turned on 
the “blue law” which forbids Meth- 
odists to dance, play cards or go to 
a theatre. 

It is stated that picture producers

The men inside these concerns know they have a staple business, and 
their shares are intrinsically worth par. For example, Loew has valuable 
theatres, whose values are not subjected to fluctuations. Loew in addi- 
tion has a well established clientele for all his houses. 





A sudden break in business, anticipated by many men, would hit such 
a low-priced amusement the last of all. 





But stock exchange prices are not usually based on actual values but 

rather upon public sentiment. Unquestionably the strike of the lab- 
eratory workers, which could not, even if the producers surrendered and 
paid the advance scale demanded by the men, have any effect upon manu- 
facturers’ profits. 
. Nevertheless the shorts in the market, who are presumably the banks 
interested in the film interests, have used this circumstance as an argu- 
ment for lower prices. Many a bear campaign has been based on less 
important news. Prices are breaking elsewhere in the Exchange list, and 
the nervous margin trader becomes panicky and throws his holdings over 
for what he can get. This volume of forced sales helps the downward 
course of prices. 





Thus is presented the spectacle of Wall Street trying to shake out the 
stockholder and acquire his holdings at bargains. 





One encouraging fact in the situation is that on the breaks little stock 
is coming out. Thursday week, for example, when Famous Players, on 
few sales, dropped 1%, and they probably made by the shorts, the 
common failed to record a sale on the following session. 

it is a maxim of the Street that when a falling market fails to bring 
out stock, that particular issue is in pretty strong hands. There is only 
a small “floating supply” of Famous Players for the Exchange, and, 
just as in the case of Stutz, any great amount of short selling to hammer 
the price down might easily lead into a similar corner, with the bears 
holding contracts for the delivery of more stock than there was to de- 
liver. In that case, of course, the holders of the stock could set their own 
price. In the Stutz matter the short selling began while the stock stood 
at 114, and when Allan Ryan held contract for more stock than existed 
in the market, he forced a settlement price of 550 a share. 





There are said to be evidences of some interests taking up Loew and 
Famous Players as they recede. This precess is known as “underground 
accumulation.” If this accumulated stock represents short contracts, it 
would be almost impossible for the price to escape a swift and abnormal 
advance when the reaction cot,.es, as it ig bound to come. Famous Piay- 
ers at 71, which it touched, is not likely to go much further. It has a 
particular resiliency. It is worth remembering that when the stock 
touched 69 at the bottom of the spring slump it came back with discon- 
certing speed to a high on the movement of about 84. It may go lower on 
this movement without support, for at the bottom of the February last 
drop it touched 65%. 





However, the value is there, and the stock must react, just as Loew 
must, because there are solid values behind the securities. 





Wall Street is keenly interested in any film enterprise that promises 
profits. For example, brokers’ agents have asked Triangle, which is in 
course of liquidation, for a statement, but an accounting has been re- 
fused. From this interest in what would be regarded as a sure “dead 
one,” it is apparent that Curb sharpshooters are keenly on the hunt for 
any film proposition capable of exploitation. 

in their dealings with bankers in the ordinary processes of commercial 
business, the film companies have consistently been shorn. The usual 
process of negotiation, say for $500,000, is a sample. The picture man 
has been time after time forced to accept about $460,000 in cash and 
give notes for $500,000. 








Indeed, Wall Street has not lost interest, and won't while there remains 
a chance of present pickings and the possibility, if they can put it over, 
of ultimate control of a prosperous field of enterprise. 





OUT-DOOR “SHOWS” AND “GAMES” 


As the summer moves apace reports come xlong of out-door tent shows, 
mostly the carnivals, getting into trouble with local authorities. The 
trouble usually arises through some sort of “side show” or a “game.” 
Either or both ts designed to cheat the public. The “game,” if permitted 
to operate, will get the most money and quickly. The “side show” is 
less amenable to restriction and gets the money more steadily if in 
smaller lots. 


The carnival, often losing tts identity in the rural districts by becoming 
a street fair under the auspices of a local order, usually a lodge, can not 
deny its side shows. But carnivals and circuses will without exception 
deny it allows “games” on the lot or within its tents. The denials, how- 


ever, don't go very far. 





The ways of the tented show as a rule have not changed much with 
the years. There are still rubes, and while there are rubes there will be 
followers of the tent, easy money getters, who believe the man of the 
fields or country street is legitimate prey. Once upon a time a tent show 
carried a “privilege car.” Some may do It yet. The “privilege car” al- 
ways held the hangers-on, those who “worked” the crowds but could not 
be directly recognized as of the show. The “workers” were a part of the

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split their gains. To stand off the local constables or whoever might be 
in authority the tent show carried a “squarer,” who squared the “games” 
before or after the tent show played the town. 





Open air showmen know that where grifters are following the tents, 
they are there with the knowledge of the management. If they were not 
wanted, they wouldn't be there. Any management could find means to 
be rid of the grifters. There are out-door showmen who believe many of 
the tent shows could not survive without this side money that comes 
through the grifters or the off-color shows. The straight admission at 
the gate does not give the tents enough, unless it be a very large tent 
show. Even then from all accounts the force of habit is so strong and 
meney so easy, seldom is a legitimate bar placed against the best “work- 
ers. 





As for carnivais the exception to the rule of going after all the money 
is so minute it can hardly be located. The carnivals have but the warm 
season in whatever territory to play. With money abounding over the 
country their season fares well. In lean times they must do the best 
that may be done. This season doesn't look iean to the carnivals. They 
are getting the money, in chunks, and it is so plentiful the carnivals seem 
to be going further than customarily to increase the gross. With the 
rawness of the carnivals’ “shows” have come protests against them from 
several directions. The “auspices” thing doesn’t subdue the carnival in 
any vay, merely makes it bolder under the impression of the carnival 
men they have a semblance of local protection before opening. 





it’s mot good stuff, though, for all of the tent shows, when adverse 
comment is directed toward any of them. Nor can any tent show which 
is carrying a “privilege car” expect te fool anyene through repudiating 
the trailers when those who trail the tent show may be caught. Still 
this does not affect the patronage for the tent show, carnival or street 
fair. They are growing older in the country ali the time, and the years 
bring new generations, with prosperous times bringing out new patrons 
or marks, but they are not growing any wiser, even though some of the 
farmers afe replacing their Fords with Packards. And while the jays 
are luxuriant and soft the tent show will find fertile flelds. 


“STOUT” WOMEN 


Ladies, and especially those of the stage, don’t want to be “fat.” They 
abhor stoutness, in themselves or others. Which is fine for the quack 
obesity doctors, patent medicines and home cures, any of which is guar- 
anteed to wreck the nervous system, whether it reduces the patient or not. 








Ofttimes this method, whatever it may be, of encouraging nature by 
forcing off weight, does more than wreck the nervous system—-it kills. 
“Reducing” has become a serious matter with women; not how they shall 
reduce but if they can reduce with safety. 





Women won't consult their family physician about taking off flesh. 
His remedy or advice is probably too old fashioned and slow. They want 
quick action, get it right off, and get through with it. There are “doc- 
tors” who agree that this can be done, if you follow their formula. Just 
what that formula may be is often unknown, but some kind of medicine 
is invariably included. The medicine is to be taken internally. It prob- 
ably weakens the heart, lowers the vitality, wrecks the nerves, and the 
patient is fortunate if it does not kili her. Within the month two deaths 
have been reported, with each traceable to the poor women who died 
having attempted to hastily reduce. 





Reducing may be done. It stands to reason. But there are proper and 
improper ways to do it. The proper way seems to be exercise. Just 
what character of exercise should be prescribed. There could be nothing 
better than walking. “Walking tires me out,” one woman who was re- 
ducing said when told her system of reducing sounded very bad for her 
general health. Another woman claimed she could mention women who 
exercised and still remained stout. Women who exercise are not “stout” 
in the sense they are “fat.” If of more than normal weight for their 
height and age, then the woman who exercises is wholly normal in her 
bulld and should not by any manner of means attempt to reduce. It's 
much more pleasant to be a healthy stout person than a thin invalid; 
it must be as agreeable to be stout but living as it is to be emanciated 
but a corpse. 


Men of the show business who see the womenfolk they care for taking 
pills that they are informed are for “indigestion,” “nerves” or any other 
but the rea! reason, might more closely inquire into what the women- 
folk are taking and why. If finding it is any sort of an obesity cure, they 
rshould stop it instanter, make the ladies go with them to a physician the 
man knows to be reputable, and make the ladies follow his advice. 





“Reducing” is almost an epidemic among the women of the stage. It 
should be done in the right way or not at all, for in the wrong way, 
after all the other ailments it can bring about, it shortens the stage life 
of any woman who tries it, besides eventually even if slowly ruining her 
looks and destroying her personality. 





Wrongly “reducing” does one thing else; it makes the woman who prac- 
tices it that way age much more rapidly than she would have otherwise, 
Women, however, are more often the cause for other women to reduce; 
the “catty” kind of woman who says to her “friend”: “My gocdness, I 
haven't seen you in some time. Aren't you growing stout!” That does it. 





There is one other matter in connection with the stage woman's looks 
that might be mentioned, though heavens knows if the woman is foolish 
enough to try that, she is entitled to all that goes with it; that is the 
facial realignment, or whatever it is called, when the cheeks are “lifted 
up” or “wrinkles taken out.” Because one or two have had this opera- 
tion as a desperate ultimatum for their stage career successfully done, 
they are often cited as why it could ve successfully repeated. It is so 
dangerous, though, to the future appearance of the person that any 
woman who seeks that way to more youthful looks should have no com- 
plaint upon finding after the operation she looks much worse than she 





did before it—if not disfigured for life.

A step in minimizing the evils 
surrounding one night territory is 
the establishing of a universal con- 
tract for all road dates. This has 
been proposed by the Central Man- 
agers’ Association to the Producing 
Managers’ Association, but as yet 
the latter has not formally consid- 
ered it. Several managers individ- 
ually have expressed themselves as 
favoring the idea. Should the P. 
M, A. adopt a universal contract it 
will not be the form submitted from 
the one night managers, which is 
said to be crude. 

As a time saver a uniform or uni- 
versal sharing contract for touring 
attractions is admittedly a desired 
instrument. Almost every producer 
has his own form of sharing con- 


tract. Some are to intricate in 
phraseology and so full of clauses 
and provisions they measure 18 


inches or more of closely printed 
matter. The Shubert and K. & KE. 
forms are the simplest and are said 
to be the fairest. It is the other 
producers whose penchant for pro- 
tective clauses means that where a 
road manager received contracts for 
say 30 different attractions he has to 
examine as many different forms of 
contracts calling for his signature. 
Naturally the road manager desire. 
to exercise care in inspecting the 
contracts, for there is little doubt 
he has been tripped up by managers 
of attractions. 

The proposal of a universal shar- 
ing form is also sought by routing 
men, largely as a time saver. With 
one standardized form it will be 
necessary to examine only the lines 
open for dates and the name of at- 
tractions prior to signatures, that 
going for both parties to the con- 
tract. 


It is felt, too, that a universal 
contract will in the making elimi- 
nate some of the contested features 
of playing one night territory. The 
limitation of stage hands t@ be sup- 
plied, as an instance, is not all to be 
blamed on the one night manager. 
Often a company manager in ex- 
amining his contract and finding no 
limitation has ordered a number of 
men back stage in excess of re« 
quired, bringing added cost te the 
house.

The steamships paid no attention to schedules. Having booked from 
Shanghai to Manila, Barton found he could play eight days at Shanghai 
before that boat sailed. After finishing the eight-day engagement the 
company was informed that the boui ihey had booked on had decided 
not to come into Shangha!. The Eltinge company had to play another 
week at Shanghai to a loss and then spend $2,000 in railroad fares to make 


Tientsin and Peking. In both towns the show charged a scale equal to 
$3.50 American gold, but in Peking the capacity was 312 and in Tientsin, 
682. They lost money in both towns, though continuously playing to a 
turnaway. When finally reaching Manila, the show broke all records at 
the Grand Opera House there. Finishing the Manila run, Barton found 


they would have to wait 30 days before there would be an available 
steamer for Australia. Disgusted, Eltinge and Barton concluded to close 
the tour. It remained a question in Australia whether Eltinge could get 
real profits, as the rate of exchange and the heavy income tax for the- 
atricals were egainst it. Eltinge left Sydney shortly after arriving there, 
on the “Sonoma.” Following shortly after on the “Niagara” was Mar- 
jorie Carville, with the Eltinge show as a dancer. Barton thinks he has 
a genuine discovery in Miss Carville. Her notices with the company were 
excellent. Barton remained at Sydney several weeks to settle details in- 
eluding disposal of the production. Upon his return to New York he 
will probably assume the managerial direction of Miss Carville. Barton 
says the girl as a dancer is different from anyone now on the stage. He 
also added (writing from Sydney) that he believes by the next time Hugh 
Ward visits over here he will be Sir Hugh Ward. Mr. Ward was at the 
head of the committee which welcomed the Prince of Wales to Australia. 
Barton says Carter (magician) did a big business in Australia, and was 
leaving there June 24 for Meibourne, thence going to New Zealand, South 
Africa and Tudia.

That there ie a dearth of the kind of material which is essential to 
the making of new musical comedy books and scores, is evidenced in the 
number of “revivals” announced for production and the unusual number 
of by-gone farce successes which are being adapted to musical comedy. 
The latest revival in contemplation is that of “Ninety in the Shade,” a 
musica) play by Guy Bolton and Jerome Kern, produced at the Knicker- 
bocker Theatre in 1915, co-starring Marie Cahill and Richard Carle. This 
was the first important joint work of the I)>!ton-Kern combination, and 
served probably more than any other attempt at collaboration to bring 
them to the attention of the important producing managers. It is under- 
stood that, unable now to find a suitable starring vehicle for Miss Cahill, 
D. V. Arthur is contemplating having “Ninety in the Shade” brought up 
to date and reviving it In an elaborate manner for Miss Cahill during the 
coming seasons.

William J. McNally, a Minneapolis newspaper man and author of the 
play, “As the Clouds Roll By,” produced by A. H. Woods in Atlantic City 
a fortnight ago, playing there a week and then going to Long Branch 
for an additiona) preliminary canter, has returned to his home. This is 
MecNally’s first effort as a playwright and he takes a humorous view of 
the pre-season try-out of his piece. There are three people in the cast— 
Irene Fenwick, Elwood Bostwick and Calvin Thomas. McNally went to 
Atlantic City for the premiere, where he met the trio of players, each 
taking the author aside and confiding to him how the piece would prove 
an undoubted success.

A petition asking Morton to desist was 
signed by a majority of the company members and that precipitated the 
trouble between the men. 





One of the Broadway young show people, lately reported as taking 
much money from the bookmakers at the racetracks around New York, 
is not the frequent visitor at the tracks as formerly. It is said he has not 
retired through the largeness of his winnings, but through having allcwed 
his winnings to go back, with a let more of his own money after them. 
Which sums up the usual finish of a “streak” that is held to until the 
finish, with but one finish nowadays when going against the books.

The second of the metropolitan 
Abraham Lincoln plays at the Prin- 
cess strikes this reviewer as an in- 
finitely better drama than the one 
which is such a hit in New York. 
“A Man of the People” may or may 
not reach the popularity of “Abra- 
ham Lincoin,” but it is a more gen- 
uinely American effort, far superior 
in construction, and outmatches the 
other as a historical document and 
a heart-reaching meeting with the 
foremost hero of our national! story. 
The play is more pretentious in ef- 
fect than it apparently undertook 
to be. 

The Rev. Thomas Dixon is the 
author and apparently the producer 
of this presentation. He made a 
brief and formal speech after the 
second act, taking his subject with 
exalted earnestness. But in his 
drama he has considered every 
phase of the rugged Lincoln, his 
story-telling, his humanness, his 
humaneness, his statesmanly qual- 
ties, his husbandly characteristics, 
his passion for the plain people, his 
emotional courage, his faith in God, 
his native shrewdness, his lovely 
weaknesses and his inspired 
strengths. 

Drinkwater’s play is a looseiy 
strung series of Lincoln epigrams 
and a surrounding with whiskers 
and scenery of Lincoln's copy -book 
platitudes. 

Dixon's play is a convincing and 
compelling sequence of plausible in- 
cidents in which are brought forth 
the concentrated notes of Lincoln's 
immeasurable soul, a clear vision 
of the epochal times which Lincoln 
dominated, an uncompromisingly 
fair and seemingly true epitome of 
Civil War times and the American 
people of those times. In his pas- 
sion for truth Mr. Dixon even 
wrecks one of the fondest illusions 
of Lincoln lovers when he put be- 
tween Lincoln’s own lips the state- 
ment that the emancipator freed 
the slaves as a sincere but secon- 
dary war expedient, not because 
that measure was the motivating 
influence. This may not be popular 
propaganda, but it is straight truth. 

The drama begins with a prolog 
in the log cabin of Lincoln's boy- 
hood. The hearts of the audience 
sank during this, because it is fee- 
ble, unreal and miles below the 
grade and spirit of the play, which 
begins in the next scene, the setting 
of the whole play except the epilog. 
the presidential room of the White 
House in 1864. 

In this scene Howard Hal) stalked 
in as Abraham Lincoln. It was 
destined to be the entrance into a 
classic episode of the stage in Chi- 
cago, for Mr. Hall carried far be- 
yond the fondest dreams of the au- 
dience the monumental duty im- 
posed upon him, to bring home to 
this generation's citizens of Illinois, 
Lincoln's home State, Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Mr. Hall's efforts theretofore had 
never brought him bright fame. He 
had come through the chapters of 
“stock” acting in romantic and 
heavily dramatic roles and was vir- 
tuaily unknown here. Before the 
first act had rung down he was a 
star, and forever. 


He gives a far more virile and 
aggressive Lincoln than does Mc- 
Glynn, though he shades him into 
many moods therein. His makeup 
ig the more amazing, since his nat- 
ural nose is somewhat upturned and 
does not suggest the nose of Lin- 
coIn as familiarized through photo- 
graphs. He looked like Lincoln. 
however, from the first moment, and 
in the he became Lincoila 
and he remained Lincoln during the 
play; and will long endure as Lin- 
colin in the memories of those who 
saw. 

It was a first-night audience, and 
that means that it was composed of 
its standard elements of skeptics, 
cynics, wiseacres, scolds and critics. 
But between the acts this night 
there was no chaffing, little gossip- 
ping; the scoffers were turned rev- 
erent. They had been disarmed by 
the living image of this heroic com- 
moner, working out before their 
eyes the destinies of their nation 
and their traditions during that 
pivotal crisis in the affairs of this 
republic. The credit for this the- 
atre miracle may be equally divided 
between Dixon and Hall—with 
credit enough to each to make him 
memorabte. 

The second act surpassed if any- 
thing, the first, and the third con- 
tinued the progress as Lincoln grew 
fuller and closer. During these acts 
dramatic tension held up with a 
tinge of melodrama streaking a bit 
of color through the homely home- 
spun of Lincoln’s mental, spiritual 
and physical vestments. Climaxes 
came where climaxes belonged. Lin-

LEGITIMATE 





Jack Johnson's surrender to the 
Federal authorities last week serves 
as an object lesson te all athletes 
who are inclined to fly in the face 
of convention and think that un- 
usual! athletic prowees is just cause 
for unusual laxity im observing 
the common decency of the laws 
of propriety and good conduct. The 
main reason for athictics is te tn- 
spire by physical and mental 
cleanliness an example that will be 
absorbed by the masses of embryo 
athletes who patronize the profes- 
sional and amateur exponents. 
Johnson, did more to injure boxing 
and cast discredit on his own race 
than all the reform agitators com- 
bined for the last 50 years. Colored 
pugilists like Joe Jeanette, Harry 
Wills, Langford and McVey were in- 
directly affected by the biack 
champion’s scorn for the public's 
opinion and had to box second-rate 
whites or mingle with one another 
Had Jchnsen behaved and kept in 
condition he would probably be one 
of the wealthiest fighters in the 
world today. Second-rate heavy- 
weights are getting big money for 
their services and never has there 
been keener interest in the big 
division than at the present mo- 
ment. Johnson, who was the clever- 
est defensive fighter the ring ever 


developed, could have gone along 
for years and gathered in the 
shekels. Instead, he chose the 


other path and ran out of his own 
country a fugitive from justice, 
held in universal contempt and 
repudiated by his own people. He 
made a precarious living wandering 
around the face of the earth and 
finally gave himself up to the U. 8S. 
authorities, hoping that some of his 
former admirers and_ satellites 
could save him the bitter pill of a 
term in a Federal prison. There 
are many who think that the big 
negro has been punished sufficiently, 
but whether the Government is in- 
clined to be lenient time alone will 
tell. Johnson's injury to the negro 
race will likely never be forgiven or 
forgotten by the better class of 
negroes. As the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world Johnson could have 
set an example that would have 
endured for all time, and through 
the force of it brought many 
illiterate colored folk to understand 
the nicest way is the best way. 
Johnson never seemed malicious 
nor vicious, just unable to stand his 
prosperity and position, although in 
all other matters he was accredited 
with a certain astuteness, especially 
in ring affairs. This is why there 
are many who have always given 
some credence to Johnson's claim 
that his battle with Willard was a 
frame although these same people 
say that Willard knew nothing of it 
nor had Willlard any part in it. 
Johnson was a great fighter in the 
days he met Willard at Havana. 
It’s doubtful if there were a living 
man then who could have defeated 
Johnson in the ring if Johnson 
wanted to fight. Johnson's biggest 
mistake was in running away. He 
seemed to have been as badly ad- 
vised in that as he was later when 
agreeing to meet Willard. Had 
Johnson in the ring been to the 
colored race what Bert Williams 
and J. Russell Johnson, besides 
many other negroes of repute on the 
stage are to their race, Johnson 
would have had more now than the 
money he could have earned; he 
would have held universal respect 
for himself.

day the business man lost $4,300 to 
the same book, but stalled giving 
his check until the end vf the next 
day, when he had lost another 
$3,900. He then gave two checks, 
one for each day, giving him an- 
ether day to operate while his 
checks were going through. The 
following day he bet again with the 
same book, losing about $6,200, and 


gave anviher check. The next 
morning the first two checks 
were returned, marked “Payment 
Stopped.” They had been signed 
with the firm's name. The next 
morning brought back the third 
check. This was so raw the book- 


maker consulted authorities who 
advised that under the Bad Check 
law in New York State the busi- 
ness man could be prosecuted for 
issuing checks under false

he could not recover; only the 
State, which would demand three 
times the amount of the losses by 
gambling. The bookmaker told his 
attorney to go ahead and a sum- 
mons was issued for the bad check 
giver. His brother appeared in 
court, stating it was a firm's check 
and not his brother's personal one, 
but the judge ordered that the 
brother be brought into court and 
held him for future examination. 
The outcome of that matter was 
not heard of up to this week, but it 
looks like an out for the books 
against the bad boys of the track.

The hardest task with which 
Schulberg was confronted was con- 
vincing Greenhill that he was right 
in his appraisal of the United 
Artists pictures and Tippett alto- 
gether wrong in his estimate of 
their value. This required six 
months in itself to accomplish, after 
which his real troubles only began, 
due to the backing and filling of 
both parties. 








It is understood Greenhill has also | 


made a tentative deal for the prod- 
uct of the Associated Producers 
(“Big Six”), based upon an advance 
of $1,000,000, payable at the rate of 
$100,000 per picture delivered—-in 
Other words, a deposit on the first 
10 pictures. This deal, however, is 
known to be subjéct to a promise 
to be exacted by the United 
Artists that the product of the 
Associated Producers will not be 
distributed through the same of- 
fices ag that of the United Artists. 
The United Artists demand that 
their productions shall be distrib- 
uted exclusively through its own 
offices, with no other product han- 
died by the same organization. This 
Places Mr. Greenhill in a difficult 
Position, as he had already commit- 
ted himself to the Associated Pro- 
ducers before he knew that this de-

FRENCH EMBARGO ON 
FILM LIKELY TO END 


High Tariff of April Replaced 
by New Measure. 





Dealers in export and import of 
films were encouraged this week by 
advices from France that the em- 
bargo on pictures into France would 
soon be declared off, or at least par- 
tially reduced.

which was made to his office by one 
of the executives of the editorial 
board of the New York “World.” The 
rfilew law makes it a misdemeanor 
to furnish “a false and untrue 
statement of fact” to a newspaper 
with the purpose of having it pub- 
lished. District Attorney Swann 
stated this week that the person 
perpetrating the hoax was at least 
guilty of disorderly conduct and 
that if it was true that the note left 
by the fake suicide in the rooms 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania was put 
there purposely to make it appear 
that a suicide had taken place, then 
the party responsible was guilty 
of forgery in the third degree. 

The plant was pulled in an effort 
to obtain publicity for “The Breath 
of the Gods,” the attraction for the 
current week at the Astor. The 
picture is a Universal production 
and Harry Reichenbach was re- 
tained by it for several weeks to 
put over several features which 
they were going to show at the 
house between regular seasons. 
Last week a hat and coat were 
found on the lake shore by a man 
who gave his name as “George 
Mills” and address as 240 East 36th 
street. Iie turned them over to the 
police of the Arsenal Station in the 
park. The police made a search 
and discovered that “Miss Yuki 
Onda,” to whom the clothing be- 
longed, was registered at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania and on searching her 
room discovered a note that sug- 
gested that she had suicide in mind. 
The dragging of the lake in the park 
to recover her body followed. 

Last Sunday Louis Barney 
O'Shaunessey of the “World” dra- 
matic staff went to the Astor to 
review the film, “A Breath of the 
Gods,” and discovered that “Yuki 
Onda” was the name of the princi- 
pal character in the picture, call- 
ing attention to this and the sul- 
cide plant in his paper. 

Subsequently the World took the 
matter up with the District Attor- 
ney, who immefiiately issued a sub- 
poena for “George Mills,” but it 
proved later that there is no such 
address as 240 East 36th street. The 
World Tuesday morning called at- 
tention to the fact that Harry 
Reichenbach (using the name Rick- 
enbacker) was the press agent for 
the picture and stated that the Dis- 
trict Attorney would call him to his 
Office. The paper also stated the 
picture was in need of “desperate 
press agenting,” and in an editorial 
warned the picture producers that 
they must curb raw publicity meth- 
ods of this nature. As a matter of 
fact there was not a line that re- 
ferred to the picture In aay of the 
stuff that subsequently was print- 
ed about the suicide, and had it not 
been for the World's demand for 
action on the part of the District 
Attorney no one would have ever 
connected the film showing and the 
“plant.” 

At the Universal offices one of 
the executives denied all knowledge 
of a “plant,” stating, however, in 
the same breath to the Variety rep- 
resentative, “Well, you've been a 
press agent yourself.” Inquiry for 
Reichenbach brought the informa- 
tion he was in Chicago and in the 
wext breath he was in Boston. 

Just how far District Attorney 
Swann will go in his crusade 
@gainst “publicity fakes’ remains 
to be seen, but under the circum- 
stances it looks pretty tough for 
the “plant” boys from this time on, 
that is, as far as the daily papers 
are concerned. 

Reichenbach is a free lance press 


agent noted for freak feature stunts 
of this sort and as a consequence 
every few weeks takes on a new 
sensation to handle. The “Yuki” 
plant bears all the Reichenbach 
earmarks. His work for “Tarzan” 
carried with it the registering at 2 
hotel of T. R. Zan and the hoisting 
a live lion into the roofm. For “The 
Virgin of Stamboul” another hotel 
plant pulled by Reichenbach. 
Prior to going into the film ficld 
he was in the legitimate, often with 
road companies. 

Reichenbach is now said to be 
the highest salaried publicity man 
in the country. 
special work in picture publicity is 
$1,500 weekly when a bulked sum 
or other arrangements are not 
agreed upon.

APPROVES “WILD OATS” 


Two State Censors Pass Film 
Uncensored N. Y. Bars. 





Another development hag been 
added to the long contest between 
Sam Cummings and License Com- 
missioner Gilchrist of New York 
over the showing of “Some Wild 
Oats,” another hygienic film of 
rather frank character. The Mary- 
land State Censorship Board has 
passed the film, which was ordered 
closed at the Harris, New York. 

The Ohio Board had given the 
film a clean bill. Thus it comes 
about that New York, with no cen- 
sor, cannot show the subject, while 
two other States, oppressed by cen- 
sors, have given the picture a clean 
bill. 

Cummings’ next move in his fight 
against the license 
to apply for a trial of the merits of 
the contention between the film man 
and the commissioner, the issue to 
be judged by a jury. 

The secretary of the Brazilian 
Embassy in Washington has written 
Cummings, inviting a display of the 
picture there as a preliminary to 
sending it throughout Brazil. Cum- 
mings also has been invited, he 
says, to exhibit the film in England. 

Cummings has on display two 
score of letters from commissioners 
of health throughout the country, 
asking for a showing of the picture 
preliminary to putting it on in some 
theatre or schoolhouse as an educa- 
tional document before audiences of 
one sex at a time, men and women 
alternating at separate perform- 
ances. 


ZUKOR TO SHOW HIS HAND

In a statement by Adolph Zukor 
to the trade press he promises the 
exhibitors of the country a com- 
plete ghowdown of his position as 
well as that of his associates in 
the exhibitor fleid. He is obtaining 
data from the various exchange 
zones regarding the events up to 
what he terms “the exhibitor con- 
troversy” at the Cleveland Conven- 
tion. 

At another point in the state- 
ment Mr. Zukor informs the exhibi- 
tor he is going to take personal 
charge of all dealings with the trade 
and wishes to be informed either 
personally or by wire or letter in 
the event that any Famous Players- 
Lasky salesman threatens any ex- 
hibitor with opposition in the event 
that he does not play F. P.-L. pic- 
tures. This sort of a selling argu- 
ment has never been contenanced 
by the executives of the company 
according to Mr. Zukor.

MACHINE HANDLES 
5,000 FT. HOURLY 


invention by Louis Simons De- 
velops, Prints and Dries. 





What is optimistically ascribed to 
be a forthcoming revolutionizer of 
the film producing industry is the 
newly patented developing machine 
whereby 5,000 feet of film’ can be 
developed per hour, without the con- 
tact of human hands other than ad- 
justing the mechanical features. 
The exposed film can be taken from 
the camera and immediately placed 
into the machine which automati- 
cally develops, prints and dries it 
in one operation. The inventor, 
Louis Simons, last a director of the 
Committee of Public Information 
during the war, has spent 12 years 
perfecting his invention. 

A corporation organized by Rob- 
ert Spear, the aitorney, for the ex- 
ploitation of the machine, has re- 
ceived orders from the French Gov- 
ernment for a number of them. Its 
invaluable use in field operations is 
obvious. The trade name of the 
company which will market this de- 
veloper is the United Film Machine 
Corporation. 

It will not be sold outright but 
rented on a royalty basis, charging 
so much per thousand feet devel- 
oped, which fact will be recorded by 
an automatic device.

The Ritz-Carlton was the scene 
of a film dinner last night at which 
the newly organized $100,000,000 
Franco-Arserican Cinematograph 
Corporation was the host.

Andre Himmel said 
the company had for its object the 
exportation of American films to 
France and the remainder of the 
continent and the importation here 
of French films. The company is 
financed entirely by French capital 
and has the government approval.

The National Association coun- 
tered with the proposal that the 
men be ordered back to work and 
the arbitration conference taken 
up only then. The union declined 
to accede to this program. 

Mr. Lemke said he would de« 
vote Thursday and to-day to bring 
about negotiations, after that the 


national association would decide 
on its course. 
“The International Alliance, 


wherever it can, leaves these con- 
troversies to the units of the body 
involved. Our Alliance is not dis« 
posed to draw the national body 
into a fight while there is a possi«- 
bility of the laboratory men ad« 
justing the difficulty themselves, 
On the other hand the Motion Pic- 
ture Craftsmen is a branch of the 
alliance, which also has jurisdic- 
tion over the cameramen and the 
operators, and our organization 
must support them in a crisis.” 

There were several clashes be« 
tween pickets of the Craftsmen 
and strike breakers during the 
week, in which the police inter- 
fered. 

Several meetings were held dur- 
ing the early week by representa- 
tives of the Craftsmen and of the 
National Association, but these 
came to nothing. The men scoffed 
at the statement of the producers 
that they could get a large quantity 
of developing and printing done 
outside the jurisdiction of Local 307, 
The union estimated that a plant 
in Wilkes-Barre, which was made 
much of in the producers’ public 
statements, had a capacity of about 
500,000 feet of positive a week. 

The union men resented the pro- 
ducers’ move in advertising for 
strike-breakers, and declared the 
estimates of per cent. of operations 
given out by the producers were 
absurd, particularly Universal, 86 
per cent., against the union’s esti-« 
mate of 6 per cent. 

According to the union’s state<- 
ment the membership is holding 


initely, and looking for support te 
quick action by the I. A. T. 8S. E. 
and its M. P. Operators’ branch, 
which had pledged its support. 

The policy of the big Interna- 
tional has always been to let its 
component units finish their fights 
unassisted, but always standing by 
to see that tactics of the employer 
are fair and throwing its weight 
with the branch organization when 
it becomes necessary.

Republic Asking Over $20,000 from 
Community. 

The Republic Distributing Cor- 
poration is plaintiff in a $20,539.06 
breach of contract claim against 
the Community Motion Picture Bu- 
reau, according fo ‘papers file in 
the Supreme Court. The plaintiff 
is suing under an agreement exe- 
cuted Dec. 18 last and effective for 
a period of ten years, dating from 
Jan. 1, 1920, whereby the Republic 
and its subsidiaries (Selznick Pic- 
tures Corporation, Select Pictures 
Corporation and the National Pic- 
ture Theatres) acquired the releas- 
ing rights of the defendant's pro- 
ductions for ten per cent. of the 
gross rental consideration. 


The Republic Distributing Cor- 
poration, through Konta, Kirchwey, 
France & Michael, allege receipts 
totalling $289,961.90, ten per cent. 
of which would have given them 
$28,996.19. They admit receipt of

Now many—I had almost ven- 
tured to write most novelists can- 
not write what a playwright would 
call dialogue at all; any actress 
can do better by making faces; and 
as to the psychological essays; they 
are only padding and unmitigated 
tosh at that. 


But why does not Mr. 


Lasky 


;crush all opposition by simply com- 


ing to figures? Novelists, with the 
few dazzling exceptions hat every 
one thinks about, are a needy and 
consequently intimidated folk. 


Mr. Lasky has nothing to do but 
say how much, at a moderate esti- 
mate, he can afford to pay an au- 
thor in advance of royalties for a 
promising scenario, and how much 
a successful one might eventually 
bring in to its inventor, and he will 
get hundreds of scenarios from our 
noveliste as soon as they can get 
them down on paper. 

If the film companies would offer 
a quarter as much to any novelist 
for a scenario as they eagerly pay 
to an American producer to spoil 
ft and spend $250,000 in the process, 
it would not be necessary to write 
letters to the papers asking nov- 
eliste to come forward; rather 
would it be advisable to engage 
extra police to stem the rush. 

Mr. Lasky offers us opportunities 
of propagating our gospel in all 
lands. Most of us have no gospel 
to propagate, and want new clothes 
very badly. 

When Mr. Lasky comes down to 
tin tacke we shall all be on his 
Goorstep.
